The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicants 
figures list sequences which meet the definition of an amino or nucleic acid sequence 
and require a sequence identifier in either the figure itself or in the description of the 
figure. Specifically, figure 17 lists two rat amino acid sequences and the description of 
figure 17 refers to SEQ ID NO: 48 and SEQ ID NO: 49, however the first amino acid 
sequence of Figure 17 does not match the referenced amino acid sequence of SEQ ID 
NO: 48. Specifically the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 48 has a proline residue 
at the amino terminus of the sequence that is not found in the figure, thus the sequence 
are not the same. 

Appropriate correction is required.
